Bitterness which brings to mind 
the old time burro zoning fights 
in Sierra Madre has been engen¬ 
dered in Arcadia over the plans 
for an aristocratic riding club. It 
was proposed that a bridle path 
In? arranged among the trees of 
the parkway in the middle of the 
double drive. This was to form 
a connecting link with Live Oak 
avenue and thus by a circuitous 
route to provide a succession of 
dirt roads all the way to the fash¬ 
ionable Flintridge stables. 

At Arcadia the stables of the 
Santa Anita Riding club were to 
be built near the old officers’ club 
quarters of the balloon school, on 
the west side of the double drive. 
When construction was started 
within a few yards of the street 
front, there was a storm of pro¬ 
test from citizens who claimed the 
stables would be a nuisance and 
should be set back at least 200 
feet. The property was zoned for 
business, and the trustees bad no 
means for restriction. 

So insistent was the opposition 
that the trustees at last agreed 
to prohibit the use of the double 
drive parkway for saddle animals. 
It was thought this would remove 
one of the principal advantages 
of the proposed site. It is un¬ 
derstood the restriction will be 
removed if the riding club will 
he good and place their building 
far enough back to satisfy the 
objectors.

Make Ready 
for Summer 
Tour Influx 


“See all of Southern Califor¬ 
nia” apparently is the motto of 
the steady stream of motor tour¬ 
ists from all parts of the country 
who are entering this section of 
the state. The spring rush is 
starting early this year, according 
to the touring bureau of the Auto¬ 
mobile Club of Southern Califor¬ 
nia, and judging by queries of 
the early arrivals, the 1926 tour¬ 
ist will remain long and see more 
than his predecessors of previous 
years. 

Taking It All in 

Instead of inquiring about only 
one or two points of special in¬ 
terest, the incoming tourists are 
insisting on detailed information 
of all parts of Southern Califor¬ 
nia. Many of them apparently 
have been reading and otherwise 
posting themselves prior to their 
arrival, as their questions are spe¬ 
cific relative to locations of cit¬ 
rus lands, oil development, poul¬ 
try raising and farming districts. 

A recent canvass of the motor 
camps indicate that approximate¬ 
ly 50 per cent of the tourist ar¬ 
rivals have sufficient funds to 
purchase homes or establish them¬ 
selves in business of some sort.

With the prospect of a greater 
invasion of motor tourists than 
ever before in every nook and cor¬ 
ner of Southern California, it is 
suggested by chambers of com¬ 
merce and other civic organiza¬ 
tions that the various communities 
do as the old-fashioned housewife 
when expecting company—tidy up 
a bit. 

That this is sound advice is in¬ 
dicated in the population records 
of Southern California which show 
that the population increases had 
a ratio of about 10 epr cent of the 
number of tourist arrivals. This 
means that every community has 
an opportunity of making desir¬ 
able additions to its permanent 
residents.
